Tanks go over the top with all the 
sang froid of their grisly, gray 
prototypes; machine guns peg 
away at real forts, which finally 
give ‘way, just as Hun forts are 
bound to do; airguns get“ enemy 
Aying craft; “subs” are blown up by 
chasers; airplanes ascend into the 


air for hundreds of feet in pursuit 
of “aces,” and, in fact, the entire 
toy world has taken to war and the 
implements of warring.

FEDERAL PHONE PACT. 


C. F. Mason, perintengent in 
charge of the thern California 
division of the telephone service un- 
der government control, yesterday 
received from President Vall, prest- 
dent of the Bell Telephone System, 
a statement regarding the results of 
conferences between re ntatives 
of the Post master-Generaf aud the 
Bell system, as to basis of com- 
pensation, and other matters. 

The statement sets forth that the 
principles adopted as a basis of com- 
pensation provide that the compen- 
sation for the period of Federal con- 
trol is not to be regarded as estab- 
lishing the value of the property, 
and that the operation of the prop- 
erty is to be continued on a basis of 
efficiency relatively equal to that of 
the past. On the other hand the gov- 
ment agrees that the property is to 
be fully maintained, so as to be 
turned back to the company as good 
as when it was received 

The appropriations for current 
revenue for maintenance, deprecia- 
tion and abeolescence are to he the 
same as in the past. Employees’ 
pensions, disability benefits and 
death benefits now in operation are 
to be continued. 

Provision is made for the con- 
tinual development of the service, 


and for the ample protection of se- cant. per annum.

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ERMANY’S APPARENT SURRENDER. 
The note of the Imperial German Chan- 
cellor virtually accepts the peace terms of 
President Wilson. It accepts them explicitly, 
seriatim, painstakingly; and in his speech to 
the Reichstag, Prince Maximilian exnresses 
a double acceptance, most specificahg com-

aa to Belgium and Poland and Russia and 
the “weaker nations.” We do not see how 
the Chancellor could have gone to greater 
lengths. Germany has practically surren- 
dered and peace is not far off. 


Germany's proposal of peace has created a 
situation that must be met with courage, 
clear philosophy and an unselfish regard for 
the future. 

So hot is the American blood and so keen 
is the American desire for righteous venge- 
ance, that a large and spirited number of 
our people will protest against making peace 
until Germany has been absolutely crushed 
and drowned in blood. But there is another 
side to this question, gentlemen. We must 
mot act hastily, but we must not ignore 
fundamental considerations. 

It is mot enough that we decide for our- 
selves; we must also decide what will be 
to the benefit of the generations that are to 
come. 

Before all else, ft Is necessary that we 
meet this crisis with minds cleared of al! 


thoughts of petty revenge. In a larger sense | 


the sufferings we have endured as a nation 
de not matter. Neither do the future suf- 
ferings that we may decide to endure mat 
ter. All considerations of the present are 
overwhelmed by the weight of the awful 
responsibility that is upon us. Upon our 
decision rests the future history of the 
world. Children whose great grandfathers 
bave not been born will bless or curse our 
memories for the decision that la before the 
Allied nations to make. 

Taken at its face value, Germany's new 
peace offer made through Prince Max seems 
like a prospective surcease from four years 
of killing. He emphatically says that he 


‘Speaks for the German people. 


But during the past four years Germany 
has made so many bogus offers of peace for 
political effect upon the German people, 
that her every word and act is to be regarded 
with suspicion and distrust. 

The Kaiser has cried “dove” so often that, 
to say the least, the burden of proof will be 
upon the All Highest to show that he really 
means it this time before the Allied nations 
take any serious steps toward a cessation of 
hostilities. 

At any rate it is a good idea to look at 
the horse's teeth. 

— 

One thing must not be forgotten in this 
discussion: what the Kaiser says does not 
go. His haughty words about “offering” 
peace are out of date. He has no peace to 
“offer.” The Allies have men enough and 
money enough and ships enough to get any 
kind of peace they want, and Germany must 
submit to our terms absolutely. 

We do not know all the secrets that may 
be behind this proffer of the olive leaf; but 
we do know in a general way why Germany 
wants peace. 

The one overpowering hope of Germany is 
to extricate herself from this scrape; to 
make peace at the smallest possible cost. 
Most of all she clings to the hope of being 


able to retire into a nominal defeat, without 
really crippling der military strength for 


another war. 

The Kaiser realizes.that he started this 
war at the wrong time and under wrong con- 
ditions. He would like to call it off for the 
time being and try again after a few years 
when the conditions may be different. 
The German Foreign Office believes that 
if Germany can succeed in stopping the war 
without a real defeat, it will be possible to 
rebuild the army and begin an intrigue to 
break up the Triple Entente. 

And if we are to look at this crisis with 
the clarity that the occasion demands we 
must freely recognize that what they hope 
for is not an impossibility. 

The great European powers have many 
conflicting interests. No alliance of nations 
has ever held together for any great length 
of time. Ours, Uke all others, will fall apart 
some day. Germany wants to save what is 
left of her army for that day. 

The thought uppermost in the minds of 
the plotting diplomats of Wilhelmstrasse is 
this: 

They are desperately anxious to retrieve 
Germany's fallen power by grabbing Russia, 
and manufacture a scheme of almost devil- 
ish ingenuity to bring this about. 

If the Kaiser can soak Russia full of Ger- 
manism, he can look with confidence upon 
the future. The future that he wants means 
an immense army of Russian peasants com- 
manded by German officers; an illimitable 
Russia dumping its vast resources into Ger- 
man pockets. 

If he can accomplish this dominance over 
disorganised Russia he can look with philos- 
ophy upon his lost colonies and his lost 
Alsatian 


peace; start secretly to work rebuilding an 
army; wait for another war and win them 
all back again. 


But the United States government will not 
be baited into any trap which would permi: 
the Kaiser to make of his Russian intrigue 
a thing accomplished. President Wilson wil 
not be hoodwinked. Congress will not be 
too quick on the trigger. Prince Maximi)- 
an's proffer cannot be ignored, but it will 
be well weighed. The Kaiser's first step in 
surrender was when he appointed Prince 
Max to the chancellorship. That was a con 
cession inspired by the seme fear of crush- 
ing, overwhelming disaster, the same [ear 
of the downfall of his dypasty, that has in- 
epired these peace proposals. Peace, or 
invasion and ruin---that is the alternative 
before the German government, and it 
chooses peace. 

The end of the war is pot here, but it is

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ALIFORNIA AND CONGRESS. 


Bad primaries like bad weather, have 


their term. California has just passed 
through a primary election that threatened 
to become tragic, but whose denouement 
was a farce. The last act could not have 
been staged better in the movies. There 
is a danger, however, that such diverting 
melodrama will lead us to forget that gov- 
ernment in the midst of the world crisis is 
& most serious thing. 

With both Rolph and Heney eliminated 
and Theodore Bell running as a Democrat, 
the gubernatorial situation is no longer se 
rious. Gov. Stephens is the regular Repub- 
lican nominee; he is in full control of the 
machinery of the Republican party; and, 
if we can bring ourselves to eliminate the 
question of State finances, he is making a 
good war Governor. His platform is not 
all that could be desired, and the selection 
of his Dicksonized Executive Committee is 
a red rag to the Republican bull; it is 
mister; but Stephens is a Republican 
candidate nominated by Republicans and 
will get Republican support. 

Theodore Bell is a candidate who has 
tasted alike the champagne of victory and 
the lees of defeat. He has represented the 
State in Congress and, for a Democrat, rep- 

ted it well. His loyalty is unques- 
tioned; his radicalism is not so aggravated 
as tebe a menace to the public welfare; 
and his record in public and private life is 
blemished only by those spots which Demo- 
crates carry as nonchalantly as a zebra its 
stripes. Despite an occasional falling from 
grace, however, California is a Republican 
State and The Times believes the Grand 
Old Party is sufficiently reunited to elect 
this year a Republican Governor. The 
Times cannot support Mr. Bell. But iff it 
is written that we must endure a scourge 
of four years of Democratic rule as a pen- 
ance for our Progressive lapse, it is well 
that the scourge be applied by a Democrat 
without Bolshevist temperament or follow- 
ing. 

More important, perhaps, than the choice 
between the two candidates for Governor is 
the selection of a delegation to represent 
California in Congress. If the Republican 
party is to take back the reins of national 
government in 1920 it should prepare for 
it by electing a Republican House of Rep- 
resentatives in 1918. Reports from the East 
are to the effect that the election will be 
close and that the organization of the lower 
house May depend upon three or four votes. 
It every California Congress district in 
which the registration was in favor of the 
Republicans had elected a Republican Con- 
gressman two years ago the present House 
would have a Republican Speaker and Re- 
publicans would be chairmen of the impor- 
tant committees. Men who were elected 
as independents and then voted with the 
Democrats in order to share in the patron- 
age and the spoils delivered the present 
Congress to the Democrats. 

At the beginning of the campaign there 
was a tacit understanding among Republican 
and Democratic leaders in the East that the 
seats of incumbents who had loyally sup- 
ported the war policies of the government, 
whether Republicans or Democrats, should 
not be contested.
